Congress Causing 
The Postal Strike 


While an immediate answer to 


the New York City postal strike 
is a self apparent requirement, ;i 
durable solution is re-organizing 
the Post Office Department it- 
self. 


The New York office itself 


poses the question's immediacy. 
It handles a tenth of the nation's 
mail and is the primary hub for 
overseas mail. 


A strike in Gotham comes close 


to being as paralyzing as a rail or 
truck strike, or a walkout from 
the public utility companies. 


Technically the 
New 
York 


walkout is the first strike in the 
Department's h i s t o r y which 
traces its origin into Colonial 
times before Ben Franklin was 
appointed the original Postmas- 
ter General. 


In fact, last July a phony sick 


call by 72 of 79 workers in the 
Bronx's Kingsbridge station dis- 
rupted service, and in 1968 the 
President's Commission on Postal 
Organization, headed by Freder- 
ick R. Kappel, retired 
board 


chairman of AT&T, warned of 
restiveness in most metropolitan 
offices. 


K a p p e l stressed 
discontent 


over antiquated personnel prac- 
tices, appalling- working condi- 
tions and limited career oppor- 
tunities.' 


Before The Kappel Commission 


filed its report, Lawrence Francis 
O'Brien who served LBJ briefly 
as a Postmaster General gave up 
on the job. His departing re- 
marks, said the Post Office would 
sink 
into 
oblivion unless 
its 


management thesis was drastical- 
ly revised. 


O'Brien, now the Democratic 


national chairman, echoed what 
several predecessors 
h a d ex- 


pressed 
in almost the 
same 


terms. 


The underlying- trouble in the 


•Post Office is that it is run by a 
committee system, namely, Con- 
gress. 


The Postmaster, his deputies 


and every local postmaster in the 
country are figureheads. 


Congress deals directly with 


the employees on wages, promo- 
Stage Set 
For Action 


The issues have been joined on 


the farm problem under discus- 
sion for years by the partners of 
the European Economic C o m - 
munity. At last a clearly defined 
farm program has been hammer- 
ed out in the Brussels talks, one 
which spells out the risks to be 
assumed by both Britain and the 
other members of the bloc if 
Britain should become a member. 


It is clear that the British 


consumer will pay more for his

ment owned corporation designed 
to make the postal service self 
supporting by 1976. 
Presently 


the Department runs a billion 
dollars in the hole each year. 


If the plan survives the Con- 


gressional scalping knives, the 
President's cabinet would lose 
one member. 


It would ue difficult to rate 


Congress' sins of omission re- 
garding 
the Department, but 


three stand high on the list. 


One is Congressional subser- 


vience to the junk mail lobby. 


About 25 per 
cent of all 


mailings, by numerical count, are 
advertising gimmicks of one kind 
or another. While the third class 
and bulk mail rates have been 
raised in the past few years, the 
junk lobby continues to receive a 
free ride at the expense of first 
class mailing and the taxpayers 
at large. 


Presumably one of the first 


things a new management would 
dp would be to change this free 
ride into a fully paying ticket. 


Another lapse is the near 


absence of opportunity to ad- 
vance on merit. This is a failing 
generally throughout the entire 
Civil Service system for that 
matter, but its effect is more 
noticeable 
in the 
Dnnartmcnt 


because it is closer than any 
other to the public. For the most 
part a man starting as a letter 
carrier will retire or die in that 
category.

1. Redouble. In general, it is 


best to redouble with 10 or more 
points when partner opens the 
bidding and the next player 
doubles. The redouble may be 
based on either offensive or 
defensive values, or .a combina- 
tion of both. You do not require 
support for partner's suit. 


It is usual for the opening 


bidder lo pass regardless of 
whether or not the next player 
acts over the redouble. 
The 


redoubler then shows the nature 
of his hand by the type of action 
he takes over the opponent's 
bid. He may double for penal- 
ties, 
raise partner's suit, or 


choose any other type of bid. 


2. Four hearts. There is at 


least 
some 
chance lhat the 


opponents can make game de- 
spite partner's opening bid, and 
the jump to four hearts is made 
with the purpose in mind of 
making it difficult for them to 
get to it. 


At the same lime, there is a 


real possibility of making four 
hearts. Two objects 
are thus 


served by the preemptive hid. 


3. One notrump. This shows a 


balanced 
hand wilh 8 or 9 


scaltered high-card points. It is 
belter to bid now than to pass. 
If you passed it would later 
become impossible to describe 
your balanced distribution and 
modest high-card strength. 


The notnimp bid allows part- 


ner lo go on or not, as he sees 
fit; 
since 
he 
knows 
almost 


exactly what is facing him. It 
may also have the effect of 
silencing the ncxl player and 
thus suppress information of 
value to the doubler. 


4. Two hearts. This announces 


a relatively weak hand includ- 
ing heart support. Counting the 
distribution and the trump fit, it 
shows about 6 to 8 points. It is 
best to make this type of bid 
early and then let partner do 
the rest. 


5. Pass. There is no beller 


move 
available, so the best 


thing to do is pass. Change one 
of your clubs or diamonds into o 
spade and it would Ihcn become 
proper lo bid a spade over Hie 
double. 


Of course, Iho pass has an 


clement of danger, since the 
next player might also pass, but 
any other call would be even 
m o r.e dangerous. Remember 
that if West passes, North still 
has an SOS redouble available if 
he wants to be rescued from 
one heart doubled.

A blueprint for the master 


plan designed to upgrade the 
Benton Harbor - Benton town- 
ship Model Cities neighborhood 
was approved unanimously last 
night by the program's Citizens 
Steering Council (CSC). 


The package was to be acted 


upon today by the program's 
Community Progress Commis- 
sion (CPC) at a noon luncheon. 
It designated 23 proposals for 
inclusion in the first-year oper- 
ation. 


George Welch, chairman of 


the CPC, said projected $1.8 
million costs would have to be 
cut to within a $1.3 million goal 
and details filled in before the 
actual master plan would be 
drawn up. 


The $1.8 million figure was 


based on budgets tied lo the 
individual proposals and includ- 
ed salaries for 201 staff mem- 
bers. 


WILL BE STREAMLINED 


"Obviously," Welch said, "we 


are going to have to streamline 
this. We must avoid becoming a 
bureaucracy ourselves." 


The programs 
will 
provide 


services affecting 3,534 persons, 
or about a third of the popula- 
tion of the Model Cities neigh- 
borhood, according to their own 
projections. 


The final plan, based on the 


blueprints, will be re-submitlec 
to the council and commission 
for approval before being senl 
to flic governing bodies of the 
city and township for action. It 
will be submitted to the federal 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD }departmeni., onco 
the local bodies act, for approv- 
al and funding.
